Vh—MUSEUMS. 

9. It is a matter of very great pleasure to note that the Prince of Wales 
Museum, Bombay, has made considerable progress during the year under review 
Thh will be clear from the following note, wilm which the Secretary to ita Board 
of Trusteea has favoured me:— 

The central block of the Museum which will house the ArU and 
Arcnseological Sections has made steady progress during the past year. 

The walls of the picture galleries which form the upper storey have 
now been commenced and the concrete flooring throughout is nearly 


The framing to carry tbe faiae work of the vaiiltiog and the dome 
over tlie Centrid Hall has been erected and a start is being made with the 
main ribs, 

" A stone parapet and balustrade has been erected round the compound 
and certain of the paths laid put. 

''A Statue of His Majesty King George V as Prince of Wales Uaa 
been erected in the centre of the garden, The figure is in bronze on a gray 
granite pedestal with bronze reliefs on the four sides,** 

10. Th<j Secretary also writes that “ the carved teak columns and screen 
work from the Wada at Nasik have been received and stored in the building 
until it can be erected round the gallery of the Central Hall.” This no doubt 
rofers to the old King lie's Wnda, The mansion had been sold, and the pur¬ 
chaser had demolished the major portion of it and sold much of its wood-work 
when Rao Bahadur K. R, GodboiSj a retired Executive Engineer^ now staying in 
PootiSj happened to visit the'place. He brought the matter to the notice of the 
Government, nnd suggested that some carved pieces might bo bought for the 
new museum of Bombay. The Government accordingly asked ^£r. I^ughurat to 
report ou it. Tlie latter visited Nh^it, and recommended that two pillars of the 
ground floor and an equivalent portion of the balcony frout immediately above 
should be purchased and prcaei'vcd in the Prince of Wales Museum, And it is 
these that are referred to as being at present stored in the building, 

11. No less than one hundred and fifty coins were received during the 
year under report for the coin cabioet of the Archmologicnl Museum, Poona. 
One interesting acquisition was the pictures seat by Dr. Vogel, when OSiciating 
Director General of ArobEeology. They were bought at Gwalior and pre,sentea 
to our museum. The pictures are all of young Jagirdars restdiag at such remote 
places from Gwailor as Newashi Budgaon, Yedlabad, Kanarkbed and so forth. 
I surmise that they were brought to Gwalior for selecting a bridegrooui for the 
daughter of some Jngirdar there. Another addition to onr museum^ which is 
realTy valuable, is a large oblong canned wood panel from the old Hiiigne’s 
Wada at N^ik, This was bought for our museum by Mr, Lougliurst. 

12. It has been mentioned more than onco in our reports that tbe old 
Ji aqqiir Ehanah, opposite to the Qol Gumbaz at BIjapur, has been converted into 
a museum. This building is very well adapted for the purposes of a museum, 
and its being close to the principal monument of Bijdpur easures its being 
visitotJ by almost every traveller. It also oontains a large collection of interesting 
and valuable objects of antiquity. But the objeats ore at present merely placed 
along the walls without any attonipt at systematic arrange mo at or classification. 
Proposals for the improvetnent of the museum were submitted to the Bombay 
Government last year by Dr. Vogel, when Officiating Director General of 
Ai'checology. The Collector and Executive Engineer of Bijapur and myself 
were consulted, but the decision of the Government has not yet been made 
known. 

13. As Diomber of the Working Committee of the Bajputana Museum, 
I visited Ajmer on the 8th November 1911 to attend a meeting of that Com¬ 
mittee, 1 was delighted to find that things were going on perfectly satisfac¬ 
torily, and that all the proposals made by Dr. Vogel were being intelHgeatly 
carried out. At this meeting I made two euggeations which were adapted. 
One of these was that an attempt should be made to obtaiu by purchase or loan 
the unique portraits of Col, James Tod, the famous historian of Hajputaua, 
which are now in the possession of a Jati or Jatna priest at Manorial in Mewaf, 
and that if they could not be obtained either by purchase or on loan, faitliful 
copies should be made and placed in the museum. Action is being taken in the 
matter by Pandit Gfaurishankar Ojha, Superintendeni of the ifuseum. My 
second suggestion W'as that the photographs of the antiquities, temples and so 
forth supplied by our Oirole to the Offico of the Honourable the Agent to the 
Governor General, Rajputana, i^iould be placed at the disposal of the Superin¬ 
tendent with a view to exhibiting the best of them in the Museum, This has 
DOW been carried out. 
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14. A list showing the antiquities acquired hy the various museums ia 
this Circle during the year under report is given in Appendix F. 

VH.—ORIGINAL EXPLORATION. 

15. Original exploration can really be tahen up only during tlie time that 
can he spared after attending to conservation work. As no aasistmt has yet 
been appointed, my time was almost fully occupied with confer ration duties. 
However, even at the places visited by me for conservation purposes new 
points of interest were brought to light, I was also able to visit at the end 
of the season an entirely new place where an important ancient temple was 
surveyed. An account of these discoveries will be found in Part 11 of this 
Report, which also contains a description of the places visited by me in the 
Jodhpur State in April 1911 as Assistant Superintendent. 

Vni—EPIGRAPHY. 

16. A list of the Inscriptions copied during the year under report is given 
in Appendix G. An account of some of them will be found In Part H of this 
Report, One of these is an inscription engraved on a set of copper-plates found at 
HAnsot in Broach- A short summary of this record has already been given by 
me in our Progress Report for the year ending 3lst March 1 608, p. 20, As 
the inacription is an important one. Dr. Steu Konow, when Government 
Epigraphist, had ashed mo to bring the plates to the head-quarters, thoroughly 
clean them, and take good impressions. The letters of the irificription are not 
well preserved, but the beat impiessiens it was possible to take were taken and 
sent to Rai Bahadur Venkaj^ya, Eplgraphist to the Government of India. 
Another number in the list is an estnmpage of an inscription incised ou red 
sand'ttone monolith pillar originally from IMabnkuta in the Iladami tnluka, hut 
now set up in the Trophy in front of the Naqqar-Khanah (museum) of BijApur, 
It has been edited by l>r- Fleet in the Indian Antiquary, Vol. XlX, p, 16. 

IX.—EXCAVATION. 

17. As I was wholly occupied this year with the conservation of valuable 

monuments, I had no leisure to devote to any excavation work. But, before 
excavation of any sort is undertaken, it seems highly desirable to make a proper 
survey of the likely sites and determine which of these w'ill well repay the cost and 
trouble of excavating them. Some historical sites have already been suggested 
for exeavation in paragraph 8 of the Government Resolution No. 4, Seuoral 
Department, dated the 3rd January 1307, These I was unable to visit this 
year, but Ixopo to inspect some of them at least next cold season. How ever, as 
I was in Sindh last season, I seized the opportunity of seeing the six 

miles to the north-west of Tiiido Muhammad Khan, proposed for excavation 
by Mr. Consens. The afapn is a very small one, and has been denuded of its 
outer ornamental casing. There was not a trace of any sculptured fragment iu 
the debris round about. To Judge from external signs, it does not appe*ar to bo 
a very promising site for excavation work. I also visited what is called Molten- 
jo-darCt seven miles south-east of Dokri in Lavkhana district. We had received 
glowing accounts of this spot, and I had great hopes of finding it to be as 
interesting as the I uina of the Mirpur ELas before they w*ere dug out. 

But on visiting the place I was greatly disappointed. Here are spread the 
remains of au old place for about three-fourths of a mile. Near the western 
edge is a tower on a mound nearly seventy feet high from the ground-ievel* 
from which the mound gradually rises. Of the top portion only the inner coro 
has remained, consisting of sun-dried brick work. The bottom of it appears to 
Lave been reached most probably by treasure hunters, who, I was told, frequetitlj 
excayaled the most promising spots here. Close by towards the west and south 
are six mounds, hut of far less height, and there aeem.s to have been a river once 
running betw'cen the tower mouiid and the other heaps. On the north sido of 
the foiver again are vestiges of an old brick road runniug up. The bricks as a 
riilo are of modern type and are not of latge dimensioiia like the old. There 
are uo doubt some here which look old, but they are few and far between. Not 
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a single carved moulded brick I was able fco discover here. What & coatrast to 
the Mirpur Kbas sfilpa, where cart loads of such bricks were found before it 
was excavated I The probabilities, therefore, are that the Mo^ii-jo-tiaro does 
not represent the remains of a Buddhist siripa or of any ancient monument. 
According to the local tradition, tbe&e are the ruins of a town only two hundred 
years old, and the dam or tower itself a part of the bastion guarding its west 
side. This seems to bo not incorrect, because the bricks here found, as Just said, 
are of the modern type, and there is a total lack of carved term-cottas amidst 
the whole ruins. 

X. ^NUMISMATICS. 

IS. The most interesting find, that ought to have been noticed in last 
year’s Heport, ^Yas of eighty*si\ lead coins received from the Collector of Kanara 
by the JBEonorary Secretary of the Bombay Asiatic Society on the 1st April 
1910, They w’ere found in the Arbail Forest nursery by an employee of the 
Forest Department, Fourteen of these were defaced and worn out specimens, 
und of the remaining, thirty-four were of Cbutukalanamda and thirty-eight of 
Mulanamda. Five exactly Bimilar coins from Karwar, bearing the names of 
these two kings, were acquired, some years ago by General Pearse and described 
in Sir W, Elliot’s Coins of South India and Sir Alexander Cunnluffham’s Coins 
of Ancient India. But the uames were wrongly read as Vadala-Nanda and 
Mudra-Nanda, and the coins attributed to a dynasty of Nanda kings of Karwar. 
But, as was first pointed out by Prof. Rapson, the ending word is not nanda but 
dttanda. He, however, read the names as Chutukailanniiida aud Mudauamda, 
but the letter preceding ^nawdo is certainly not da but la^ at any rate on the 
coins presented to our museum. Again, he is inclined to take Chutu and ^^uda 
(Munda) as dynastic names. In iny opinion the whole Chutukalanamda and 
Mulloamda are proper names. The former of these is ovulently the same as 
that mentioned in the Banavasi inscription edited by Bilhlcr {Indt AnL Vol, 
XIV, p, S33), where his three names are mentioned, nir, Viabukiida, Chu(uka]> 
auamda (wrongly read Butukulanamda) and Satakailini. 

19, The report of the Honorary Secretary to the Bombay Asiatic Society 
in connection with the distribution of coins acquired by Government under tho 
Treaaure Trove Act will bo found in Appendix H, The same appendix also 
contains an account of the treasure troves found in various districts. By 
Resolution No, 3407, dated the 15th July 1004, General Department, Govern¬ 
ment have asked the Collectors to give this Office in formation about numismatic 
finds in their districts coming under the Treasure Trove Act, but none was 
supplied during the year under report. The information given in Appendix H 
is from what has appeared in the Coveenmmt Gaeette. 

XL—LISTS OF MONUMENTS. 

20. For the purposes of conservation work, our Circle comprises (t ) tho 
Bombay Preaidency with Situl and the Native States, (2) Nizam’s territory, 
(3) Ra|putdna, and (4) Central India. In their letter No. 12-23 .Arch., 
Revenue and Agricultural Deepartinent (Arche&ology), dated the 24th August 
1891, printed in the preamble of the Bombay Government Resolution No, 31, 
dated the 6th January 1892, General Departmeut, the Government of India dis¬ 
tinguish between three stages of such listen (1) the initial list prepared by 
district and other officials, which is to form the basis on which the Archeolo¬ 
gical officers are to arrange their plans of survey, (2) the revised list by officials 
of tire Arcbecological Department, and (3) the final list to be selected by tho 
Local Government. So far as the Bombay Presidency is concerned, we have 
the revised list published by Mr. Couscus in 1S97, which is taken as a guide 
by the district o(Hears in the sclecttou of ancient monuments for conservation 
purposes and for being declared protected. The list is all but exhaustive, and 
though additions and corrections have been received from some district officers, 
they are comparatively few and far between. The new plaoes, not included in 
it but reported to us, can be visited at our convenience or when the time comes 
for a second revision. For Bdjputana, a list has been prepared in the office of 
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Honoumbls the Agent to the Governor-G'enGrah whlch^ being fsuppleiuGnted 
by the liat for the State of Mewar eent by Colonel Pinhey, when Resident at 
Udaipur, forms the initial list for that proFince, and which in fact gave me 
valuable guidance in planning ray tours there. The materials that are being 
gathered in these tours will be embodied into the revised list, and it will take 
nearly seven years to bring this list to a completion. The placea, which are 
noted in the initial list but which have not been visited, are yet many, and as 
r travel more and more in Rajputaiia, I hnd the country more and more fully 
overstocked with ancient monuments that I had anj idea of. AVheii compilation 
of the revised list Is taken in hand, it will be found that many entries in the 
original initial list have to be weeded out »nd many more to tie modified and 
corrected. Above all, the revised list will give a reliable classification of the 
old buildings, which will guide the various Native {States of Riijputaiia in 
plecting them for conservation. But most of them need not wait till this list 
is out. In our Pr.igress Repor^ wUl be found descriptions of the various 
raonutnents I have inspected lu Raj potana, and the classes, to which they belong, 
have also been therein specified All that is necessary here is to take op at 
once for conservation those buildings which have been put in the first class, those 
assigned to the second to be, as a rule, taken in hand afterwards. 

21. With regard to the Nizam’s territory, only an initial list has been 
publislied. It forms Voluine XXXI of Hu AfchiBolo*jie<il Survey of India 
{New Imperial Series'). This stands in great need of revision, but the revision 
will have to be bold in abeyance till tbit of the Rujputann list is complete. 
No kind of list has an far been prepared for Central India, But it is hoped 
that the Honourable the Agent to the Governor-Greneral, Central India, will 
pi-epare a list of monumenia similar to that for Rajputana. This with the 
places mentioned in the Archc^ological Survey lieports of Sir Alexander 
Cunningham and in the Central India OazeUeer will term a nice initial list for 
that province. 

22, In bur Progress Reports, we have, from time to time, recorded the 
givat^ help we have received from the various district officials by way of 
additions and corrections for the revised Zisls qf Antiquarian Heimins itt the 
Somhay I^reeideney. This time we arc indebted to Mr. V. N. Parulekar 

d fln^idoBr^ Ed^tstn PJfiifft IDjatnct* Ifis report od the liptiQuitio^ of 
the Thar and Parkar District and the condition in which they nro at present 
is of great value. This district is a sandy region and difficult to traverse, and 
bur thanks to Jlr. Parulekar are, therefore^ the greater for the great trouble to 
which he must have undoubtedly put himself. His report will be found in 
Appendix K, 


XII—PROTECTED MONUMENTS. 

23. During the period under report only five monuments were declared 
protected under section 3 of the Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, No, Vll 
of 1004, They are all situated in the West Khandesh District (see Appendis L), 
It will not be out of place to remark here that the list of monuments iu the 
several districts of the Presidency proper and Sind recommended by Mr. Couaens 
(Cldc Progress Report for 1908, pp, 15—20) has not, probably owing to the 
pressure of other important work, attracted as much attention of the Collectors 
as the subject deserves. The progress of declaring monuments protected is 
really very slow. From the list just referred to it will be seen that no less than 
seventy-one uionumente in the Bijapnr District alone were recommeuded by 
Mr. Cousens, but of these only twelve have so fur been declared protected 1 
The remark applies to moat of the other diatricte also. It is true that Col lectors 
are hard pressed with their manifold onerous duties, but if they have found time to 
supply us with valuable additions and corrections for the revlaod Id^te of Anti- 
^uarian Heniahti the Btmhay ^reeidtney, it would not be too much to expect 
them to put similar enthusiasm in the work of taking the necessary steps for 
declariiijg' ancient monutaents protected. Attention isj however, invited in this 
connection to what has been said by Mr, Cousens in bis letter No. 234. dated 
the 30tli June 1904, paragraphs 2 and 4, printed In the aovernmont Resolution, 


No. 4432, dated the 22ad August 1904, qb has been done by the Resolution 
itself, 

24. It is a matter of great delight that the very iiuperfcaat work of 
executing agreements with the owners of the monuments has commenced, and 
no l egs than ten such agreements were passed this year, as is evident from the 
Appendix just referred to. It is extremely desirable that this work should 
progress with as great speed as possible, for, unless these agraeinents are entered 
into with the owners, it is not possible to take measures to even keep clean and 
tidy the monuments that have been declared protected on archseologtcal and 
historical grounds. These are urgently needed in the case of the Abmedabad 
mosques, which are gems of their kind but defaced by the owners just as it 
suited their utilitarian ends {see par^raph 31), 

XllJ.—CONsiERVATION. 

(a) Bombay, 

25. A statement of conserVivtion works carried out, in the Bombay Pre* 
sidcDcy during the financial year 1911*12 will be found in Appendix M. It is 
compiled from the lists received from the Divisional Superintending Engineers 
and the Examiner, Public Works Accounts, Bombay. A new feature of this 
statement ia the introduction of the section “Description of repairs done** 
inserted in accordance with the instructions contained in the Grovemmeut of India, 
Department of Education (Arohjeology), letter No. 33, dated the 2nd February 
1912, and communicated to this office in the Bombay Government Resolution, 
General Department, No. 1223 of 22tid February L912, The list of works it is 
proposed to take in hand during the year 1912-13 is given in Appendix N. 

26. in their Memo. No, 7l*M., (kited the 20th May 1911, Governineut 

asked Mr. Longburst, who was theu Superintendent, 
Raya**! make proposals for patting Shivaji’s tomb at 

Ray gad in decent repairs and for any other work for the due conservation of 
the'relics on the fort. In pursuance of these insfcructioua he left Poona towards 
the close of that mouth and visited Riiygrul, although it was raining in torrents. 
The tomb is particularly a plain structure of no architectural value. A stone 
masonry plinth 32' C" square and 4' 3" high marks the cremation place of 
Shlvaji. Over the plinth is built a wall 6' 3" high, octagonal in shape. The 
enclosure formed by this wall is filled with murttm, boulder, and rubble. The 
top of this filling wa^ at first fiat, and was in 1906-07 sloped so as to keep ofi 
ram water. Mr. Longhurst suggested that this should again bs made fiat with 
weU-dressed paving stonei set in good sound cement. His other suggestions 
were to cut out the vegetation in the open joints of the masonry with chisel 
and hammer, point them with cement fiush with the surface, and so to excavate 
the ground round about the tomb as to preserve its height of 10' 2* 

uniformly on all sides. He did not approve of the idea of enclosing it with 
an ornamental iron railing, as it would tend to destroy the original simplicity 
of the structure and make it look painfully modern. But he proposed that a 
white marble tablet, bearing a suitable inscription in English and Marathi, 
should be inserted in the cast face of the tomb, recording the fact that it was 
hero that the body of Shivaji, the founder of the Maratha dynasty, w.is 
cremated in the month of .April 1630. Ho also proposed that the cart tract 
from Maha l to Eunjsr, the pathway up the hill to the fort, and the only tank 
which was in a leaking condition, should be repaired. GovernmeDt have decided 
to take action in regard to ull these suggestions excepting tho lost; two, and also 
to put the adjaoenC temple of M diadeva into a fair state of repairs. Estimates 
have been submitted and approved by me, and the work will bo brought to a 
complotion before the close of the next financial year. 


27. 


When I visited Elephanta towards the close of September last for 
, preparing a. guide to the caves, the work of restorin'^ 

^ the pillars was welUnigh complete. The renewel 

shaft that then struck me as tho best of the wholo lot was that of the soutimru 
pillar in the west chap of the east wing. Hera tho joints between the layers 
of the sliaft were made so fine os to be almost imperceptible. 
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28. The east and west winga of this cave had each foniierly an cntranoe 
from the north, but they have now been blocked up with earth and atones 
removed out of their courts and the wing temples. This accumulation of debris 
was not great in 1871 when Dr. Burgess first wrote Elephanta, described and 
illustrated,” as is clear from the gtound-pian published in it. But this debris 
has now so fearfully accumulated that nearly half ol each court is filled, I 
have made a proposal to remove the whole of this debris, clear the original side 
entrances, and thus restore the cave to its original plan. 

29. The graudeat event of the cold season was the visit of Their Imperial 
Majesties and the Hoyal suite to the great cave on the 5th December last. Their 
Majesties were accompanied only by Mr. Proes, Executive Engineer, Presidency 
District, and myself. The whole of the Royal party could not at first bring 
themselves to believe that it was one whole rock that had been so excavated. 
They looked hard but in vain for joints and other signs of structural bulldinga 
in the cave. But they were at last convinced that it was a rock-cut monolithic 
temple, and could not help uttering " wonderful,” What a contrast to the 
BomWy people, to most of whom the place offers only the pleasure of a sea-trip 
and picnic I His Imperial Majesty took interest in everything connected with 
tho cave, and w^ satisfied with the \vork of restoring the missing columns. 
His Majesty did not also fail^ to notice the debris lying in the wings and 
forthwith asked us to see that it was removed. It wag particularly gratifying 
that this was exactly tho point to which I had drawn attention in my proposal 
for the conservation of this cave. 

30. Twenty-four monuments both in the city and suburbs of Ahmedabad 

Ahmedabad. declared protected, ati<l are now 

under tho direct supervision of the Public Works 
Department. Excepting twm they are nil Muhammadan buildings. Jlost of 
these were inspected by me, aud were, thanks to that Department, found to be, 
on the whole, well taken care of. It has not yet been found possible to do all 
that is needed here, but every attempt is being made to keep them clean and 
tidy. When I inspected these monuments in November lest, the ifdJtr-Jdf 
festival was just over. Consequently I found the exteriors of moat of these 
nionumouts studded with wooden battens and the interiors a fetli work of wires 
tied round the pillars for holding glass lamps for illuminations at night. The 
census number, again, was revolting by the conspicuous place in which it had 
been painted on dmost every one of these buildings. But what surprised me 
most was that pointing was too freely used in closing cracks and resetting old 
fallen stones, Ahtnedabad is not the only instance of this kind. The practice 
of pointing, I found, followed almost everywhere I went. It is, indeed, 
wonderful that pointing should be so widely ore valent, especially as it ia con¬ 
demned in Marryat'g Spe^Jicaitom, the stanaard reference book of the Public 
Works Department, This is extremely to be regretted in the cage of old stone 
buildings. For these were originally erected without mortar, and pointing has 
consequcutly no place at all in their structure. It cannot, therefore, be too 
much condemned when used in repairing or restoring ancient monuments. 
To this 1 drew the attention of the oubdi vision at Officer who is m charge of 
the Ahmedabad buildings, and, in February last, when I ivas again there, I was 
glad to find that every attempt was being made to remove all pointiuD from the 
surface and restrict it strictly to the joints, 

31. It is a matter of extremely great delicacy and difficulty, when we Jiave 

to deal with mosques that are owned by private Individuals or raanat^ed by 
Punch or commit^es, but arc also declared “ Protected Monuments ” on their 
architectural and historical merits. Moat of these mosques have been found used 
as private dwellings, and uo scruples are entertained by the people in altering 
defacing, and profattlng the buildings. The abominable whitewash is by no 
means absent. Whiteivashing domes is perhaps not very objectionable but 
tho use of whitewash on stone sculptures cannot be too strictly forbidden, ^ The 
w'hole of the inside and outside of DMii Harir’a Mosque has been whitewashed. 
And Dastnr Ehaus Alosque is no better. This is highly to be regretted. 
The interiors again are kept as full of untidy litter as possible, have 

only to see tho ilanana gallery of the Jami* Masjid, Eani Rupavati's Mosque, 
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Dl^a Harir’a Tomb, or Mija Chisti’s ^!osque, to bo convinced of this fact 
They hare been overstocked with all kinds of things^ each as beds, lamp stands, 
casks, trestles, tins, door frames, biers, and ao forth. I do not suppose that 
anyh<^y can assert that so long as thia is allowed, these mosques have been 
kept clean and tidy as they ought to be since they have been declared protected. 
But this is not all. Both the interior and exterior of some of these buildings 
have new excrescences added to them to suit the domestic exigencies of the 
owners. A shed of corrugated iron, as in the case of Dastur Khan's Mosque, 
is raised in front of the monument, and the ends of the prayer-chamber or cloisters 
enclosed from inside with brick and mud walls for dwelling purposes. Some¬ 
times the recesses of the perforated wiudows, as in the case of Rani 
Rupavati’s Mosque and Queen’s Mosque at Sarangpur, are closed up with 
bri<^ and plaster work and turned into store cells, and the ^sage 
below the Mintiar or pulpit is converted into a chamber by closing up one 
sido and putting up a door at the other. What is worst, in the north-west 
comer, outside Miya Chiati’a Mosque near the Shhhpur Gate, a latrine has 
been actually built touching the back of the Mosque 1 Nobody can deny that 
this is highly objectionable both from the artistic and religions points of view. 
To prevent these nuisances, I think it is high time for agreements being entered 
into by the Collector with the owners or committees of the mosques in 
accordance with section 5 sub-section 3, of the Ancient Monuments Act. The 
Muhammadan community, I dare say, have not lost their fine religious sense 
to suppose that these sacred monuments of theirs have not been put to profane 
uses by being thus altered, defaced and polluted as the sordid utilitarian considera¬ 
tions of the owners or Punch dictated. No fear need, therefore, bo entertained of 
injuring their religious susceptibiUtioa by attempting to maintain these mosques 
in aa good a condition as protected monamenta deserve to bo, 

32. About three-quarters of a mile south-east of Raypur gate is the 
Kankriyu lake, on the left bank of which are tha Dutch and Armenian tombs. 
The Public Works Department does not seem to liave done anything here after 
they were declared protected beyond putting a cactus hedge, which again 
boa been broken down in many places. The whole ground so enclosed is again 
strewn with ordure of monkeys. Whitewash has been allowed free play, even 
the stone epitaph tablets not being spared. These last have been so thickly 
encrusted with plaster that inscriptions engraved on them have been completely 
concealed, the only Indication left being that they have the appearance of sorae- 
w'hat sunk panels. Suspecting that one such panel might be a tablet I incised 
it with my penknife, and layers of plaster dropped down at my feet exposing 
the inscription. I tried the expanmeDi. in two more oases and with perfect 
success ; and I am certain that many epitaphs will bo revealed if this treatment 
is followed in other cases. There can be no doubt that it is not one or two but 
several coatings of white wash and plaster that have hidden these slabs from 
view, and consequently the present staff of the Public Works Department is in 
no way responsible for it. 

33. A copy of a ‘'Note on the preservation of Dutch Monuments in 
India,'* drawn by Dr, J. C, Overvoorfe, Record-keeper and Curator of Museum 
of Archaeology, Leiden (Holland), was communicated to our office with 
Government No. 4613 of 29th July 1911 with orders to submit a report on the 
Dutch monuments in our circle. I could inspect those at Ahm^abdd only, 
and had no time to visit those at Broach and Surat owing to important 
conservation work elsewhere. I hope to inspect these last in the next cold 
aeason, if not earlier. My report on the Ahmedabod Duteh Tombs has already 
been anbmitted to Government "with my letter No. 296 of 6th May 1912 
and forms part of my Conservation Notes upon the Ancient Monuments in 
Ahmedabuu. 

34. Six miles south-west of Ahmedabod is Sarkhm, which owes its fame 

to Shaikh Ahmad Khattu Qanj Baksh, a celebrated 
SaritheJ, Muhammadan Pir or saint, Bonnd hia tomb Imvo 

sprung up a number of buildings which are all situated on the rides of a spacious 
tank. When in 1908 His Excellency the Governor visited Sarkhej, he expressed 
some anxietv about the inseenre appearance of the colonnade of remains known 

B 643—3 
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as tho Bibi Mahal I on the west side of the tank, especially as the pillars were 
found to have a lean outwards. On, however, carefully esamiiiiug them, the 
centre of gravity of the inclined pillars was found to fall within the middle third 
of their bases, and so no danger was feared. The pillars are, moreover, tied 
together longitudinally as well as crosswise, by stone beams resting on them, so 
that no harm, it was decided, could come to the structure as a whole. The 
south side brick wall, however, of the building was greatly out of plumb on the 
upper floor, and had crjwked away and separated from tho cross wall. It was 
pulled down after taking a photograph and was rebuilt last year. Only a year 
previous the fine/a^t work of the perforated panels on the second floor had been 
renewed, and I was pained to see, when I was there in February last, that the 
greater portion of this renovated carving was destroyed (I was told) by tho 
village boys who often lounge here! It is highly advisable to engage a custodian 
to look after all these buildings. 

33. Soiue special repairs are at present being carried on at Sarkhej in 
occordanee with the proposals of the Superinteuding Engineer, Northern 
Division, and when I was at Sarkhej last I was satisfied that most of them wore 
really needed. The points wherein I differ from him have been communicated 
to him by means of a letter, Tho passion for raising modern erections ia old 
monuments for dwelling purposes that wo see in Ahmedablid is by no means 
absent here also. Tho spaces between the pillars of the passage connecting the 
tombs of Malitnud Bigarah and Bibi Rajbfii have been encloaed by new brick 
walls into a number of rooms. These aro very unsightly and fermei no intcirral 
part of the original buildings. They ought to be dismantled. 


36, If anybody wishes to understand what tho Arclimologioal Department 
Cbampsotr, been doing for the conservation of ancient Buildings, 

.Be can get a good idea by visiting Cbampanir. The 
whole site of Champamr had for long been all but entirely deserted, and the 
old monumenta were so much embedded in a thick forest uudergrosv^h that it 
was next to impossible to got near them and examine them properly. But this 
jungle has uow been removod from around tho principal buildings, and broad 
cleared ways connect one building with another. 


37, The eastorn arched entrance into the old fort, on the east of tho 
village, was in an unsafe condition and was repaired three years ago. Tho trees 
and shrubs that had grown in the masonry wero removed, and the top of the 
arch ring dismantled and rebuilt. The tops of the walls wore rendered water* 
tight with cement concrete. 


38. The Jdmi* Masjid has been receiving attention long time filnee. The 
last time it was repaired was in 1310, when no less than Es. 2,758 were 
expended. The unsightly sheet-zinc water shoots wore replaced by cut stono 
water spouts. The plastering of the domes had flaked off and was redone. The 
porch on the north end of the building, leading to the Zauatia gallery, \ 7 aa badly 
^maged and was repaired. Though wo on our part have tried to put this 
budding m a good condition, we have not been fortunate enough to reoeive proper 
and adequate co-operation from the Public Works Department. For the court 
the Burroundinga of the Masjid are yet to be found in an untidy condition, 
otlung has been done to fill up tho circular trench prepared for grinding 
mortar, which has, curiously enough, been planted inside instead of outside the 
encl^urc, Attention to this had been drawn six years ago I Again, the 
machine, which, I was told, was brought to lift up stones to the second storey 
has still been allowed to remain livhere H was. Similarly, some of the rafters* 
brought when repairs were going on here, are still kept standing against the 
fa^iode. This untidiness is highly regrettable, and ought to cease as early os 


39. Similarly, special repairs wore done to the Kev^ and Nogina Masjids 
to the extent of nearly Rs. 1,060 each. It is a pity that nothing has yet 
been done to tUo^ugUy censorve the tomb the Ni^ina ilasjid, which haa 
wen describ^ by Dr, Burgess as ** one of the most ornately carved tombs in 
Uujarat. borne repairs no doubt seem to have at some time or another been 
executed here, for one of the voossoirs adjoining the keystone of the central arch 
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on the west hnd slid down, and, while doing the repairs, this wan not put in 
position and only the gap left at its top was filled in. The arch atone now 
requires to be set in its proper origiaal position. On the north side of the tomb 
the ground is very low' and has got exposed. The othp three sides again are 
silted up with earth. All this requires a careful levelling on all sides. 

40. The only building repaired during the last financial year is Sakar 
Khnn’a Durgah, popularly known ng Pntar Koza. This building was handed 
over to the " Lodge Pavagndh ” for use as a Masonic Lodge, in accordance with 
the Government Resolution No. A,-2861 of 7tb December 1809, Public Worka 
Department. The details of the repairs carried out here will be found in 
Appendix M. 

41. A mile to the south-east of Chanipanir is Pavagadb, the hill of which 

is regarded sacred, both by the Hindus and the Jainas, 
Pavagad . peak is crowned with a ehrinc of Kalikamata, 

which is visited by Hindu pilgrims almost every day. The plateau surrounding 
the peak is studded with a number of temples, mostly Jainn, and in ruins. 
These the Jaina community wanted to repair, and we ivere asked by the 
Collector of Panch Mahals whether permission could be granted to them. But, 
before our Deportment could come to any decUion, tbe Jainas seem to have been 
allowed for some time to execute some repairs on tbom. The Collector, however, 
stopped it, and again referred the matter to us. Accordingly, I visited 
Pava<'‘adh about the end of November last and inspected the temples. The first 
of th^ that arrests our attention, as W'e enter on the plateau after climbing the 
hill, is a group of Jainu cells arranged in an oblong with four shrines, one at the 
centre of each and popularly known as BavanderL The whole is in too far 
advanced a state of min to warrant any public expense on its restoration. 
Consequently it has been settled that the Jainas should be permitted to resume 
their renovation, especially as they have already been allowed to put forth some 
work on them. But they have been expressly warned not to attempt to restore 
the old carvings on the temples, but merely to block out the mouldings and other 
prominent features. The Jainas are notorious for whitewashing and paiuting 
their temples. And, in fact, oven of the portion of the Bilvandera restored by 
them one spire has actually been whitewashed and one shrine painted yellow. 
They, therefore, also require to be warned in unmistakable terms not to white¬ 
wash or paint any one of the old buildings. Besides the Biivanderi there are 
two more temples that have been already repaired and occupied by the Jaiuas. 
They are now dedicated to Chnndraprabha and Suparsva. But as the whole 
work of renovating them is over, nothing can now- be done to them. The first 
of these is on the south end of the Clilineitt tu.uk. There is also another temple 
on the north end of this tank, but tbis is a Saiva temple. This also the Jainoa 
wanted to possess, but I have asked the Collector not to allow them by any 
meauB to occupy it. 

42. There are two curious thinga about these Jaina temples. The first is 
that they are in no way archmologicaTly interesting. They are specimens of tho 
13th century Gujarat architecture, and are by no means happy ones. Of these 
the Bavanderi, again, which is a little better than any other, is in an eitromely 
dilapidated condition. And yet these temples have been declared protected and 
put under Class II1 The Director-General of Arehasology is to visit Ghauipanb 
next cold season, and it will be decided after consulting him on the spot whether 
their declaration as protected monuments should not bo cancelled. The second 
curious thing is that they h^ive been classed H (a), (a) showing that they ore 
buildings in the possession or charge of Government. And yet the restored ones 
of these, including the temples of Chandraprabha and Supai^va, the Jainas have 
been allowed to occupy ! 

43. The fort of Bassein is full of Portuguese Remains, but we have for the 

present selected only six of the old buildings for 

conservation. They are (1) Pranciscau Churcli, (3) 
St. Paul’s Church, (3) Nossa Senbora's Church, (4) St. Josephus Cathedral, 
(6) Dominican Church, and (fi) Pakiee of the Captain of Bassein. Estimates 
fiir these amounting to Bs. were submitted to and approved by us nearly 
five years ago, but owing to the urgency of conservation works elsewhere no 
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ptoTision could so far be made for tbotn. For the jear 1910-11, however, it 
was possible to make some allotment, but more than 1,000 could not be 

E fovided. The Executive Engineer, Tliana District, was somewhat at a loss to 
now how to spend this sm^ amount, and also wanted to ascertain the exact 
nature of tbe conservation work that was here intended. So we made an 
appointment, and met in the fort on the 9th of December last. It was agreed 
that the work to be taken in hand should be limited to junglo clearance in 
Rnins Nos. 4, 6, 2 and 1 and the preservation of the arched roofs of Huins 
Nos, 4, 3, a, and 1 (as marked above), to the extent to which the allotment for 
the year would permit. Such trees, as were affording support to the walls, 
should be left as they were, that is, their trunks should not be interfered with 
but their branches cut off. Such trees, as were not aSording support to the 
waUs, should be destroyed by injecting into them assafeetida solutions. The 
repairs should be conha«^ strictly to the preservation of the structures, and no 
attempt was to be made at restoration beyond replacing in position any original 
carved stones which might be found amongst the ruins. No pointing of joints 
was to he attempted; the cementing material should be placed only in the acttsal 
joint and should not come on to any outside surface of the stones. Outside each 
of the ruins should be a board with the name of tbe Ruin printed on it and 
fixed on a post about 5 feet high, clear of the building. 


44. On the 19tb of February last we again visited Basse!n fort to eco 
whether repairs were being done in accordance with these requirements. Thanks 
to the deep interest taken b}' Mr. Bader, the Executive Engineer, 'niaiia, work 
was being done here quite satisfactorily and there was nothing to find fault with. 
The removal of jungle was being pushed CD vi^rously to completion, and the 
buildings were being cleared of all debris. This led to the discovery of an 
epitaph near the chancel of St. Joseph’s Caibcdml and to the opening of a 
hitherto inaccessible side chamber on the north-west, whose dome was found to 
be decorated with painting. The high pinnacles of this building on the west, 
which arc full of ominous cracks and are consequently dangerous, were after¬ 
wards examined carcfuUj, and it was decided that the ground outside these 
upto the roadway should bo closed by a wooden r.'iiling of battens three feel 
high to keep the public out of the danger zone and that similar railing for the 
protection of the public should be put up at the oilier buildings where the 
structures were in a dangerous condition and likely to collapse at any time. It 
was also decided to place notice boards on these railings and Inside near the 
cracked masonry. The boards with the names of the buildings were found by 
mo to be put up rather prominently and quite iu front of them. We agreed 
that they should m moved away to one side. 

45. Nowhere have the archaeological buildinge been so well taken care of 

nrjapar. by the Public Works Department as at Bijapur. 

This reflects very great credit on ifr. Williams, tho 
Executive Engineer, who, when I was iu Rijapur in January last, was busy 
with securing more ancient monuments for conservation purposes and acquiring 
suitable strips of land around them. How a piece of land round about irnprovea 
the general appearance of an ancient monument may be seen from the Gol 
Gumbaz itself. It is the most magnifleent old structure at Bijapur, but its full 
grandeur is felt becaime of the cleau space of ground kept all round it. ITils 
space ajgain can be increased on all aides with perfect advantage, as its noble 
proportions and magnificent dome can be seen to the lullest advantage only from 
a distance. This monument was illuminated on the Durbar day, and one can 
imagine how ^and and imposing it must have looked for miles from the city on 
either side. The arrangements for its illumination, however, were not carried 
out with as much of neatness or cleanliness as was desirable. For at places 
both inside and outside, pieces of dried clay were to bo seen, and tho new 
coping of the parapet wall of tho whispering gallery waa soiled with oil. Nails 
had been dri ven into tho base of the great dome from outside for hanging lamps, 
and while the tamps were removed the nails were allowed to remain. A custodian 
has been appointed to look after the building. But he does not seem to be oa 
careful and diligent as he ought to be. The basement of the raised platform, on 
which are placed the counterfeit tombs, is provided with a number of small 
niches on each aide. These, instead of being kept clean, are used by him for

throwhio refuse after a weeping tUo floor. Again, some lounger sitting on ouo 
of the Hone benches of the gallery appears to have chewed and thrown 
spittle on the wall. It is wonderful how the custodian did not take any notice 
of it But his indifference does not stop here. I was informed that the plaster 
of the dome flakctl off whea some tourists exploded large fire crackers for fun 
in the whispering gallery. It is surprising that this was permitted by the 
castodian, as oven a footfall of a person is aufficient here to awaken^tho 
echoes of the tread of a regiment. The firing of a large enough to 

impart a violent impact to the dome and cause even a falling oft of the plaster, 
especially as it is so many years old. I have advised that a board slioutJ be 
put np at each of the entrances forbidding visitors to do anything which would 
cause a loud report. 

46 There ars soma cracks going right up from below on and near the 
westcrii mi»Ar of the southern facade. A similar crack iiiay also be seen where 
this mvtdr touches this facade instJe. This is probably due to the subsidence 
of foundation, atui the crack may not gape further. A piece of paper was no 
doubt stuck ill the list rainy season to the inside crack to geo whether it 
widened But though the parchment rcinamed exactly intact, the test cannot 
be taken to be quite convincing ag the rainfall was very scanty lost year- 

47 The brick parapet wall of this gallery, when it w^ without niiy 
coping, always required more or less repairs owing to the top bricks being liable 
to be easily disploceJ. This h.vs now been stopped by providing it with a 
Shahabad stone coping. But oven now tlio parapet wall is too lo\v, being about 
2^ *2^^ Perliflps it ^voukl hxiYO been better if thiH wall had been raised in lieigbt 
by at least two feet before being furnished witli coping. 

48. There is one thing connected with this monument which is an oyesoro. 
The half-fallen arches attached to the Gol Gumbaz ou the south-east have at 
present been occupied by Ghhaparbands. As they are shll a soniewlmt lawless 
and dirty tribe, it ia not to be expected that the aurroundmgs of the i^^onunient 
will remain safe or clean with them. In fact, the terrace on which the Gol 

Gumbaz stands was strewn here and there, of th^ 

dung of the donkeys which I was toM belonged to them. The chain of t.ie 
fencing round the Trophy iu front of the Naqqar Khanah w^ also many a time 
broken down by their boys, who came to sit there and onjoy thmuselves. A 
plot of land has been taken by tUo Commissioner of the Southern Division and 
they are being encouraged to build houses for themselves, aid of timber stones 
and a loan of nioney being given. Plans for their quarters ore also under the 
coosideration of Government. And it is expected that they will quit tlicir 
present arched dwellinga by the middle of ^’^ovembcr next. 

49. Tim repairs to the roof over the main large room of theA^r Mahall, 

first suggested by Mr. Couseiis, hove not yet been comideted This roof had 
been supported on teakwood beams of large section. This being decayed, it 
was revived to renew it with cut teakwood joists and brick-on-edge roohiig. 
On dcmolisliing the roof, however, it was discovered that the beams were very 
much deciiTcd on tho top sides and that conaoqneut y it was not iiracticablo 
to fix rafters to these beams »a would be required fur the roofing proposed. Ifio 
old K'ams also were not strong enough tocarry any weight as its ends liad rotted, 
Heucc it was proposed to remove and replace thorn in their old positions for the 
sake of retaining the old appearance of the building. Over these okl beams and 
quite independently of them was to be constructed a simplex roofing on i^illed 
Heel beams and joists and on the underside a teakwood ceiling wi^ to be fixed, 
as it originally existed, using the old matorials as far as possi^ble. This arrange¬ 
ment w^ the most feasible, as. besides the old appearance of the buddmg being 
maintained, there would be a strong and la-sting roof. All this has been now 
completed, and only the reinforced concrete roof remains to be placed on the 
rolli Steel beams. The beams and joists, however, as just said, are not ^en 
from below as they are hidden by the old wooden beams and The 

roof when complete will thus bo an entirely new roof mdependc^^^^ 
roof which is restored but carries no weight. Nearly Rg. 5,000 havo so far 

been spent. 

50 Tho work of renewing the corbels gnpportixig the cornice of the 
mosque of the Ibrahim Rauza, which was proposed, and for which an estimate 
^^passed, by my predccesaor. Mr. Longhurst, was not actually begun when 
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I was ID Bjjapur. The necessary atone waa then being brought from the 
“r district which supplied it for the restoration of the

building. This is just as it should be. But the 

dnt^I in ! condition. As it is, it is broken 

clown in many places from where people come in large numbers and use the 
enclosure as a latrine. Pigs also flock in large numbers and foul the plac^ 
iw ^ P>*‘>P‘^sed in my conservation note that the rubble wall should be mended 

dorr^m?At n'lS people against repeating the nuisance.

toned down m colour to surroutiding stone work. Where the atones of the 
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'Courses are missing, the cavities will have to be filled with rough rubble cemen’ 
BO as to convert the posed core from the loose pile of luasonry that it is now 
into a compact solid mass. Pointing is to be avoided. 

59. No less than six lintels of the temple are cracked, and have been given 
stone props. The sabhdmaiidapa has three of these; its north, east and south. 

} >orches, one each. There is thus a regular forest of stone uprights here, which 
ooks unsightly. As the beams are thick and heavy, angle irons will not be 
strong enough to support them. I have, therefore, proposed that the cracked 
lintels should be supported by iron rails resting on the corbels and tightened at 
tliiec or four places with strong iron belts at right angles to the rails, If this 
device is not found satisfactory, they might bo supported on iron joists with 
ends resting on two verticil iron pipes braced together in the centre and joined 
by a channel iron. 

GO, In the hall and porch of the temple of Atsvara, pointing has done its 
worst. This ought to bo chipped off, and the joints refilled with cement mortar, 
confined strictly to these joints. 

Cl, Tlie top of the shrine will have to be made water-tight. The vertical 
joinis have gaped. They must be filled in with cement mortar caulked hard 
into the interior and finsh with the maeoury, a very thin joint being struck 
in keeping with the adjucent joint and being brought to the tint of the old stone 
w*ork. Openings in the niches especially on the south and west will have to be 
closed up, 

62, There are two kinds of caves here—Brahiuanical and Jaiua, The 

first arc on Ankal hill wdthin the fort. They are all 
very roagh and unfinished. Tho second are on the 
south face of Tankal liill, looking down upon the village of Ankal They are 
interesting and elaborately carved, and, as such, require to bo properly conaerved, 

03. The lower portions of the fronts of these caves had crumbled away, 
and it was absolutely necessary to support tho overhanging rock on some 
masonry walls. This has been done, but far from satisfactorily. An estimate 
for these repirs had come to our office in 190G, and it was distinctly stated by 
us at that time that no white pointing was to be used in new masonry, and that 
there was to be cement pointing only, confined strictly to the joints ; but this 
iiijunction was not attended to, and the new work is as full of hedious pointing 
as it possibly can be. 

6-1, The caves are without numbers. The whole group will have to be 
properly numbered, the numbering given in the Bombay Gazetteer being fol¬ 
lowed as far as possible, 

63. Much of tho damago done to the caves has been caused by rain water 
not being properly drained off’. From the inquiries 1 made on the spot it appears 
that rain ivater docs not percolate through fissures in the ceiling rock, bub comes 
inside from the terrace outside, whose level is in many cases higher than that of 
the iloors. The caves require, tberofore, to be first cleared of all mud and rain 
water and tbe ground outside reduced to n lower level thus providing proper 
drainage. 

C6. The spaces between the pillars of the verandahs of some caves are 
filled with rubble uiasonry. This requires to be demolished and rcmove<I, The 
caves again ap full of ckulaa, and the ceilings may be seen blackened with 
smoke. Cooking must be strictly prohibited in the caves. The pathway in 
front of the caves will also have to be cleared of alt stones, and cactus over¬ 
hanging from their tops removed. 

67. The Jaina divinity Amba at the eastern end of the verandah of Cave 
No. II according to the Bombay Gazetteer has been converted into a Hindu 
goddess. This might now be allowed to remain as it is, but I have propoaed 
that the practice of daubing over the parts of the shrine with rsd-lead should 
be stopped, and tho red-lead of the sculptures removed with oil and the spots of 
the oil with country soap. 
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S3* Three miles south-east of Kopergaon ia the Alimedaagar Bistriot is 
Kakaaitb Kokumthlij, where ia an iuterestiug old temple 

d^ieated to, what the people call, Damodara-^ha- 
deva. In the shrine is a and behind it an image of ^sh^yi. And this 

is why the temple is known by the names of both these gods. The lower 
portion of the temple is built of stone and the upper of brick, and the whole 
appears to have been originally plastered, the ornament and the hgures first 
roughly done in stone being finished neatly in the plaster which overlay a them. 
This plaster has now daked off in a good many places exposing the stone, which, 
being trap, has as badly weathered as that of the Gonde^vara temple at Sinnar. 

00. The following proposals have been mode by me ;— 

‘*The surroundings of this temple are as dirty as they can possibly be, the 
village dunghill being close beside it. These should be forthwith removed. 
The paveuicut of the floor on which the temple stands should be traced as far 
as possible and kept clean. The paper notices that have been pasted on to the 
front or north door of the ball should be taken out and a notice bonrd should be 
put tip instead on the west side jufit where tbe village pathway touches the 
temple precincts. The Census number >449 ” painted on tbe building should be 
washed off. The lintel in front of the sidoshrino of the goddess is cracked and 
has been supported by two pillars, but these props are altogether unnecessary and 
should be dispensed with, as the cracked portion is exactly above the bracket 
capital of the pjHaf- The only thing necessary here is that the space betw'een 
the soffits of this lintel and the capitals of the pillars on which it rests should 
be filled with small chips of stone and neat moi^r, so that the full pressure of 
the lintel might fall on the pillars. Tho west lintel of tbe main entrance porch 
is also similarly cracked and should therefore be similarly treated. The front of 
the spire has fallen off, and some more portion is in imminent danger of fAllln'T, 
This should be corefully demolished without doing injury to any port of the 
building. One of tbe thin^ to bo thus dismantled is a min ia taro spire. This 
should bo taken down whole and entire so far as possible and with the greatest 
care, and should be kept for the present Iti the hall. It can then be decided 
whether it is not worth removing to the Prince of Walea Museum, Boml>ay. 
The fallen stuff of the spire should he removed, and the roof of the hall and 
other masonry should be cleared cf all vegetation, and rendered watev-tigbfc 
where necessaiy. It should be carefully observed whether the hollow interior 
of the spire exposed by the front portion falJing is during the rainy season filled 
with water, though there is little likelihood of this happening, as the temple 
faces north,** 

(b) Bombay Native States. 


70, An account of the returns of cxpetidituro on ancient monuments 
(t «.f tuat incurred by the Native States, situated in the Bombay 

" Presidency, will be found in A[)pendjx O. It is clear 

from it that excepting Bai’oda no coaservatiou w*ork of any kind w'as taken up 
by any one of these States. Tliat done by tho Baroda Durbar was, however, of 
an important nature, and involved large expenditure. The well-known Hudta- 
mala of Siddhapur, built or at least completed by the famous Solanki sovereign, 
Siddliaraja-Jayasimha, was perhaps one of the largest and most elaborate temples 
ever built in India. It was subsequently destroyed by tho Muhammadans upon 
the occasion of one of their early inroads into Gujarat. It originally consisted 
of a great central building, two or more storeys in height, conaiating of a shrine 
and great hall, besides a number of other subsidiary structures. In between 
tbe remains that exist of this once magnificent building, dwelling-houses had 
been built, and these were in daily danger of being crushed by the fall of some 
of these pillars. The east porch pillars were in a specially dangerous state, and 
looked os if the very least movement would precipitate the whole; and yet 
people were calmly living in houses built up against, and immediately beneath, 
them. In the first place, it was necessary to clear away the intervening houses 
for the safety of the people and in order to enclose the retnaiufi in an open area. 
The work of acquiring, dismantling and clearing away the whole was commenced 
^d completed in 1910-11 at a cost of Rs. S,050, The remains that were next 
in most immediate need of attention were the pillars of the east porch, which 
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Jn tlie most daDgerous stAte.^ The north*western of tho four porch pillara 
had been knocked out of tha per^ndicular, and it had dragged the upper beama 
with it Tile beama and two pillars of the second storey had cracked the north 
beam by falling upon-it. These had all been kept in their places by mere jam- 
ming togetherr One of the upper beama again lay atluvart the lower beams, 
and thr&itened to come crashing through with the least movement. Mr, Cousens 
had proposed that before anything could be done to this wreh the whole oiaas 
diould Brat be rigidly propped up by walling and otlier debris o! the houses that 
were to be deiuoUshed, Hut the Esecutive Engineer, Kadi Division, brought 
dow n this last beam by means of a derrick without in any way dieturbing any 
of the pillars or beams. The pillars were afterwards linked together by means 
of mild steel rings and the rods. The total espenditure thus incurred amounted 
to Rs, 5,612. Minor conservation measures still require to be adopted here, but 
there can be no doubt that by far the most ditlicult and expensive part of the 
conservation work here needed appears to liave been satisfactorily done, and 
His Highness the Maharaja of Bar^a consequently deserves the thanks of the 
whole civilised world, 

71. Kudramala of Siddhopar was not the only monument to which the 

Baroda Darbar had turned their attention. The old 

Uarado-MuiUi«a. temple of Surya in Mudhera, which is one of the 

finest mins in north Gujarat was also taken up for conservatioii. The work of 
clearing away all accumulated debris from around the temple down to the 
original ground level was 6niBbed during the last financial year at a coat of 
Rs, 920. In April and May last the wort of pumping out dirty and poisonous 
water and taking out silt from the Rama-kunda in front of the temple, was 
completed ; the ku«da is how pumped dry and thoroughly cleaned out. This is 
very nice so far as it goes, but it is sincerely hoped that conservation of this 
temple will not stop here and that full action will be taken in accordance with 
all the proposals submitted by Mr, Cousens. 


(c) Central India. 


72.

In Central India also, OB will be seen from Appendix P., no conserra* 
tiun work of any nature was attempted except in 
Dhar and Indore States, Some petty repairs appear 
to have been done by the Indore Durbar to the temple of Dharmanatbe^vara 
and caves at Dhamnar near Chaudwasa in the Rdmpura-Bhanpuru district 
They also seem to have made the road up the hill accessible to carts. This will 
doubiless prove a «reat boon to the pilgrims who gather here in numbers twice 
or thrice a year. %he important conaerratiou measures tliat Lad boeu proposed 
by Mr. Cousens for these caves were all carried out by the State in 1910, and 
have been reForred to in paragraph 36 of our Progress Report for that year. 


73. 


The work of repairing the old buildings at Md^du in the Dhar State, 
as in the cose of all important monuments elseivhere, 
Diiar-MMdti, began with the visit, in 1&02, of Lord Curzon, the 

founder of systematic conservation w’ork in India, The monumenta of Mandu 
are essentially of national and even world-wide interest. But the State, in 
which chance has placed them, is one of tile smallest in Central India. The 
Government, therefore, came forward wuth their liberal subsidies, and agreed to 
incur all the expenditure of initial repairs, providcti iho State was prepared to 
maintain them afUrwarcIs and make them more accessible to visitors. Good 
roads have been made by the State connecting one monument with another. 
And the Government ollotted no less a sum than Rs. 80,000. And the repairs 
were being catrietl on on wholly satAafactory lines and most ewnomically till 
tJio summer of 1006, when things began to change. The difficulties which 
ensued have already been commented on by Air, Cousens in his Report for 
1006-06, and I need not go into details regarding them again. Suffice it

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to m that advice givca by the Archeological Department was set’aside 
in favour of other moasuree of which we had no knowledge and of which it 
® approve. Thanks to the efforts made by the DMr Darbar and 
Major Btakeway, Swetarj to the Honoumble the Agent to the Governor- 
Genera] in the Public V* orlcs Departnient, arrangetnents have now been made 
for securing closp administrative control over the works at Alamlft, and the 
rampaign ot repairs, which had come to a standstill, was resumed in March 1911 
Mr Beshpande, an overseer, was pul in direct charge of it, and it was beimr con. 
^antly aUtervised by Mr. Aga, State Engineer, Dbar. Major Blakeway and 
Major Beville also came to inspect the work as often as they could, and it is a 
matter of great delight that the instructions of the Archleologtcat Department are 
now being scrupulously carried out Twelve estimates have so far been sub- 
mitt^ and approved^ by us. When work was restarted, there was a balance of 
flTOut Rs. 30^00 m hand, of ^vhich 13,024 have been covered by these twelve 
estimates. Onlyoonsen^ation measures of an urgent chnmcter have therein been 
provided for, and an idea of the actual work done so far in accordance with them 
will be obtained from Appendix P, The ch^iges of tho establishment are borne 
t>y the tjtntc, the establishment consistingof the overseer just mentioned, a time- 
keeper, clerk and peon. The State ako meets the charges of keeping tin the 
baiJdmgs put m repairs, which annually amount to about Rs. a,60U^ These 
me tide the mamtenaiice of Seven custodians entruatod with removing vegetation 
anti keeping the builaiiigs clean. ® 


(d) Rajputana. 


t^r) In Pajputaiia the conservation work seems to have been done only at 
Dilivap on Mount Abii and Biana in Bharatpur, an account of which will bo 
found m the statement publmhcd in Appends K. But these works were taken 
up at the instance of the British Government. Ami it is a pity that uo Bajpu- 
mna State has of its own initiation commenced such woriss in right earnest. 
Perhaps they might have felt the difficulty of deterrniuiug w'hich monuments 
w^e "^orth ^naerving. But this need not arise now that i have toured in 
rtajputana for seven years and described the various monaments in our 
Progress Rewrts specifying also the class to which each belongs. No aucb 
touts hajG b^n made in Central India for 'listing’ purposes, and con»c- 
ijtietttlji toei Native States there may not be in a position to know which to 
. f ^ happily not the case W'itii Rajputana, aud the Native States 

oi this Agency can easily mark otit for their care and preservation all those 
moimments that have been classed I and II in our Progress Reports, It may, 
however, be mentioned for their infoTmation that the momiroents at Vaeaiitgadh 
T toose at .lalor, Ghatiyala, Eitadu, Buchknl^ and Baiipur in 

Jodhpur, those at Nagda, Tilasina and Bijoliain Udolpar, those nt Mukundana 
Ariiy^ Atru and^ BhUigarh in Kot^, and those at Bairat, Chatsu, Jin^Mata’ 
and Haras in Jaipur are both architecturally and artlstioaliy so important that 
the Moner the work of safeguarding them is taken in hand, the better for them 
and the r^utatiou of India as a whole. Every year these precious relics of the 
past ore in danger of becoming more and more disintegreted and rendered 
'*vii***"^’ ‘illawed to pass, they will soon become utter WTeckB past 

all Tcpaii^. Besides, as everyjrear elapses, the repairs will ^come more cxten» 
mve and more expensive, Tlie sooner, Idierefore, they are looked after, the 
better. It is particdftrly gratifying to note in this connection that the Chief of 
Sikar in the Jaipur State, in whoso p>rincipaUty is situated Ham, famous for a 
tenth century temple of biva, has shown bis anxiety to put it in sound repairs at 
his ow'u expense, provided he obtains expert advice as to what is exactly reouired 
to be done. 1 have of course promised to visit Haras next culd seasou and make 
the necessary proposals for the conservation of the temple there. It is shicctiBly 
hoped that other Rajput prints will coniefonvard and vie with one another in 
the proper care and upkeep of the anvit-nt luonuiuonts in their territories end 
thus discharge their duty to the civiJized world. 
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XIV—TOUR PROGRAJVIIVIE FOR 1912-1J, 


73* As Dr. Marahall, Birector-General of Archteology, has oxpresaed a 
wiab to inspect, with, me nevt autumu, the eonservatiovi, works^ proposed or 
already in progress, at some of the principal places in the Western Oircle, 
I propose to visit, in hia company, just at the beginning of the cold season tour, 
Ahmcdabod, Sarkhej and possibly Bbolka, whence we go to Champanir, 
We shall then rail down to Bijiipur, and from there to Ailiole and PatUdkal 
noted for beautiful early Chalukyan temples which have bog been awaiting the 
attention and care of our Department, but for which wo could make a provision 
this current year only. This will probably keep me engaged till about the end 
of December. After Christmas I intend visiting the famous at SancM 
in the Bhopal territory, Central India, where some excavation work has been 
found necessai'y, While there I shall trj'" to visit Beanagar, not far from Sanchi, 
ivhere some eicavation work has already’ been done by the State Bnginecr, 
Gwalior, an ae ;ount of which has appeared la one of the numbers of the Joiiniul 
of the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society. Maiitla in the Dhar State 
will be the ne^^t place ior mo to visit, in connection with the repairs already 
carried out and now proposed to bo taken in hand during the current year. 
Maiidu, I am afraid, might engage me for a long time, as I have to decide, there 
on the spot, some of the complicated tjaestiona that have arisen in connection with 
the restoration of the front porch door of the Jami*masjid there to its original 
condition before it was repaired by the Dbar Durbar some years ago. At the 
request of the Dlraclor-Gcnoral of Archeology in India I have promised the 
Besldent, Jaipur, to visit Haras and advise the Bao Raja of Sikar upon the 
conservation of an old S'aim temple on the hill there m his principality in 
the Jaipur State. The famous marble temples at Dliwara-i Abh, where 
conservation work has been going on under the supervisiou of the Executive 
Entnneer, Mt. Abii Division, has not for long received our attention, and I am 
lonmng to visit it also. On my way back I shall visit the Dutch tombs at Broach, 
Surat and Olpad which I was instructed by Governmeul to inspect and submit 
my report upon their condition, but which I could net do during the last touring 
season. I shall also have to visit Basseiu near Bombay where important 
conservation work is going on. Ambarndth near Ealyan will next be visited, 
where some extensive new work is proposed. Some time must also be allowed 
for unforeseen calls from the Presidency proper and the provinces iqcladed in 
this Circle. After finishing work at the places mentioned above, I shall, if time 
is found, try to visit some of the old temples in the Belgaum and Dharwar 
districts, to see whether what was proposed for their preservation by 
Mr. Cousens has been properly carried out by the Public Works Department. 
This will also enable me to make myself personally acquainted with the later 
Chalukyan temples, which I have not yet had an opportunity of seeing. In my 
tour in these two districts I shall also, try to visit some of the places 
recommended for excavation purposes by Government in paragraph 8 of 
Government Resolution No, 4, dated the 3rd January 1907.

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APPENDIX H. 

Treasure Trove, 

Regarding the distribution of the old coins acquired by the Government 
of Bombay under the provision of section 5 of the Treasure Trove Act \ I of 1878 
and forwarded by them to the Bombay Branch Rojral ^iatie Society for that 
purpose, the Honorary Secretary of that Institution favoured mo, in 
August 1011, witli a report on that subject. The report should, but owdng to 
its being received late could not, have been included in the Progress Report for 
the year ending 31st March 1911. It is, therefore, given in the present one; 
and it is as follows i — 

*‘The number of coins ciiamined and reported under the Treasure 
Trove Act during the year ending^ July 1911, was 224. Of these 83 were 
received from the Collector of Karwar, 1 from the Collector of Poona, 
102 from tho Collector of Larkhana, and 35 from Uie Collector ot 
AJimednagar. Out of these one hundred and twenty •six 86 lead coins 
received troni the Collector of Karwar and 40 silver coins received from 
the Collector of Uirkhana were selected and recommended for distribution 
among coin cabinates of the various museums to w’bich such, coins are 
presented and the surplus sent for sale at the Mint. The remaining 
98 coins, which were found to bo too defaced to be deciphered or of no 
interest to numismatists, were returned one to the Collector^ of Poona, 
35 to the Collector of ^Vhmednagar and 63 to the Collector of Lurkhaua,

« Besides these, 202 silver coins have been received from the Collector 
of Larkhana, 112 silver coins from the Collector of Poona and 222 copper 
coins from the Mamlatdar of Borsad. all of which arc under csamtoatiou 
by experts and the coins will be reported on when the examination la 
toiuplete. 
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"Tli 0 86 lead coins received from the Collector o£ Karwar were found 
on the lat April 1910 in the Arbail Forest Nursery by an employee of the 
Forest Department. These coins are of much historical interest—issued 
in the name of Dbutukalananida and Hulanahida about the 2nd and 
3rd century A* D. whom Mr, F. J, Itapsoa in the newly published 
catalogue of the Andhra coins in the British Museum classes os 
feudatories of the Andhra dynasty. Coins of these rulers have been found 
in the Karwhr district. It is probable that in the early days of the 
djniwty they ruled ns feudatories, and, subsenuently in tho decline of tlie 
empire, .'is they rose in power in the districts along the western coast, as 
independent sovereigns. Thirty-four of these coins are ofDIiutukalanamda 
and 38 of Mulanamda and the remaining 14 are defaced and worn 
specimens—the legends and devices on them not being dear. The coins of 
those two kings are alike in every way, in fabric, tj'po and character of 
legend, and they are found in the same locality, it may, therefore, be 
inferred that the two kings belong to the same dynasty and cannot have 
been separated by any great Interval of time. The pieces are similar 
to a group of 5 coins from Karwar bearing the names of tho same 
two kings which were acquired some years ago by General Pearsc and 
described in Sir Elliot's Coins of Southern India and General Cunuing- 
bam's Coins of Ancient India, 

“The other find consisting of Durrani and Mogbol coina does not 
require special mention as such coins are now and then found in the 
Presidency and are known to numismatics. However tho specituens 
under report arc in a good state of preservation,” 

I Lave also been just favoured with another report, by the Honorary 
Secretary, Bombay Branch Eoyal Asiatic Society, on the coins dealt with under 
the same Act during the year 191L It is as follows : — 

“ The Society examined and submitted 'reports to Government on 
293 coius. They were ojtamined for tho Society by Mr. Framji J. 
Tbanawalla, Two hundred and two of these were received from the 
Collector of Larkhana and fl6 from the Collector of East Khaadesh. 
Tvventy-seven of these were Forsiau, 13 Durrani and tho rest Moghal 
coins. Five hundred and forty-sis silver and 222 copper coins from the 
Collector of Broach [already referred to iu the lost report above] ai'e 
under esamiuatioD and w'ill be diaposed of in the usual way. Nineteen 
silver coins from the Collector of West Khiiiideeh, 35 from the Collector of 
Ahmcdnagar and 62 copper coins from the Cotlcctor of Liirkhana were 
found after examination of no liiatorical or numismatic importance and 
therefore returned or sent to the Mint.

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6. Barlu is four miles north of Bagodia* About a mile and a half east of 

the village is a sixteenth centuiy step-well called 
Chaiibavdi, It was caused to be made by Indm, a 
Takaiii, wife of Hardas, son of Bharmal and grandson of Kanha, and belonging 
to the family of Chui.idu, no doubt one of the early Eathoil rulers of Jodhpur. 
The woll was completed on the 5tli of the bright half of Plialgnua in 
Sfliirvat 1601 corresponding to A. D, 1637. Chunda had no loss than fourteen 
sons, the eldest of whom Bav Rif^mal succeeded him to the thtone. \ye know 
nothing about the other sons beyond their names. And this inscription i3» 
tlierefore, useful^ as it gives us some infoimation about his second son Kanha. 
The inscription, however, is particularly useful as it tells us that Indra was a 
Takaiit, i, belonged to the T^k family. This shows that the Bajput tribe 
Tak was in existence till the middle of the 16th century. The name 'fak is 
now found only as that of an exogamous group in tho Kalal (wine seller), 
I)arji (tailor) and Mathur Kayastha castes. 

G. In the heart of the village is a Jaina temple dedicated to Phrsvanatha. 
Exeeptiii" the roof of the salhdmamlapa, the temple is an old one. It is not, 
howcver.^earlier than the 13th century (Photos. Xos. 367i-76), Half a mile 
north of Barlu may be aeon a number of old desfU or memoriul stones. Some 
of these are of an altogether new type, as they represent tfie scenes of the

It is cele¬ 
brated for an old spacious tank constructed by this king and also for an old 
II. Jaina temple,—both on tlio outskirts of the viliags, Tliia last is a curious 
thing—quite unlike any other Jaina temple. It reminds one of a Muhauiaiadaa 
mosque, especially the eaves-slabs of the front and the kangnras or merlons 
above (Photo, Xo. 3(583). The front or the aabhdmandapa is built of old 
coluimis of about the tenth eentury. The shrine unlike Hindu shrines is a plain 
square structure like the prayer chamber of a mosque but is of less length, than 
that of the sabhdtnarnlapa. The top of the shrine is decorated with small 
miniature spires al the comers (Photo. No. 3684), but how’ the central roof was 
like cannot be determined. Probably botli tho shrine and the sabMimm/apa 
were surmounted with Saracenic domes. In tlie village itself is a tciuple 
dedicated to Charbhvija (Photo. No. 3GS5), which has to be assigned to the 
16th century. It is not a had example of the style of architecture that 
prevailed in Rajputanii about this tiroe. 


10. Ja-sol and the following two places are in the Hallaiii diatrict of the 
Jodhpur State. Jasol lies near the left bank of the 
Luiii river, QO miles south-east of Jodhpur. It has two 
III,teiiiplea—ono Hindu and one Jaina—in a fair state of preservation. The 
first is dedicated to Thakaiji, and is built of old materials. One of these 
sculptures, which Is stuck into the inside wall of the wiltluimaii<l^spa, is 
undoubtedly brought from ^leil and originally belonged to some Jaiii temple 
there, Tlie inscription on it gives the date SathraS lS46 varabs Ktlrtika vadi 2, 
equivalent to A. D. 1339, and records the gift of two images of Saiiibliava, the 
tliird Tirthatiikara, by Soniga son of Sabadeva. They originally pertained, we 
arc told, to the temple of Mahavira at Khetta (Khed), belonging to the 
Gachcha of Bhanadevhcharj'a (Inscr. No. 25G2).’ There is another inscription 
in the temple but engraved on a pillar. It is dated SaHitat 1310 
radi 7, and speaks of one Vijayaslba as having made a Wdliga grant (Inacr. 
No. 2561). The meaning of vdliga is unknown to me. The Jaina temple is 
called Dada-dera. It is not architecturally interesting, but an inscription 
found in it boars the date Samvai 1689 Bkadravd vadi 2 dine liatd- 

eiire UKarfi-nahalmfret and refers itself to the reign of Mania Sri-Viramade-ji 
(Inscr. No. 2563). As the title rmtla shows, he was most probably a descend¬ 
ant of MalHnatha, whose successors ruled over Mallatri. 


11. Xagar is three miles south-w'est of Jasol, It is now a deserted village 

situated in an arid craggy region. Here are three 
Jaiaa temples and one Hindu. Of the former one is 
dedicated to Nakotla PiirSvaiihtha, built by tho Fanch, one to Rislmbhadeva 
built by a woman called Lasibiii of the Osval caste, and the third to ^nntinatha 
III- by Malasa Seth of the Patwa family from Jesahner (Photos, Nos, 36S7-8). 
The walls of these temples as far as the chhajd are old but not earlier than the 
iSth century. The spires and roofs of the halls and perches are all modern 
erections. These temples are full of inscriptions, but several coats of white¬ 
wash have well-nigh filled the depressions of the letters. It was thus impossible 
to read or take impressions of many of them. In the temple of J^bhabhadeva 
I Wios able to decipher three of these inscriptions. One of these is dated 
SaHimi 1568 uirsAe VaUdhka swdi 7 dineQurn Mmhga-goge (=A. D. 1511), 
and refers itself to the reign of MMla Kusbakana (laser. No, 2569), It records 
the erection of the Rmga-tnamlapa or hall of the Yinialanutba temple by the 
aamgha or Jaina community of Vlrampura on the advice of Pandit Charltra- 
sndhagaiii, pupil of Bhattdraka peahhu Eemavimalasuri, the head of the 
Nagagachchha. Virumapura was, of course, the old name of Nagar, and the 
temple where this inscription exists appears to have originally been dedicated

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15i Though once the capital of Mallanl, Khetl is now little bettor than a 
Immlot, The ruins of the old town can still be traced. The principal object of 
aati<juity here is the temple of RanchhoiljL The temple is surrountfod by 
I. a rough rubble wall with a verandah in front and used as a dharmas'dtd. It 
faces the cost and consists of a sanctum, porch, hall, circumambulatory passage 
and vestibule. This last ceutains pillars of the later Osia style, and cannot be 
earlier than the 9th centuzy'. Two of these, again, arc composctl of two shafts 
of different pillars put one upon the other (Photo, No, 3690), The pillars of 
the hall tepreaent l Uh century work, and are of the same style as tb<^ of the 
temple of Vimala Sa on Mount Abu (Photos Kos. 3692—03), So also the 
caning of the ceiling of the shrine porch reminds us of exactly similar work at 
Dilwarii (Photo, No. 3695). The lower part of the principal spire is old, but the 
upper rebuilt. The side miniature spires are all iiexv (Photo. No, 3691). 

16 . Over tlie eutraneo of the shrine is Garuda, and above, the 

Ite outside walla are decorated with the figures of the I>iifdtai or Keo-eots of 
the Quarters and other divinities. Of these last, Varalm, Vishuu anif Nara- 
siuiha occupy the principal niches facing the south, west and iiorth. Of the 
curious and rpe figures are Pnlnrama and Kartikeya on the north and south 
W'olls respectively. The first is shown with bis ulough'sharo. ami the second 
with only three of Ids six faces. 

17. Almost contiguous with the tiortli and south ends of the vestibule are 
t;ro subsidiary shtincs doilicated to Bralinia and Bhairava (Photo, No. 3697), 
Close l>eside the latter is another—a modern erection—containing au imago of 
Hanumaij. In the south-east corner of the temple court is a fourth slirioe* 
which is old. In it has been placed an old image of Sesha^yt (Photo. No. 3G9fi), 
touching the back wall, and in front of it on the ground are a iiuga and Nandi. 
Into the enclosure wall near this shrino have been stuck up two Jaina 
Eculptures, each repreaeutiog a Tirthaiiikara with chauri-bearers (Photo. 
No, 3699). One of these is seated on a lion-throne, and the other on a lotus* 
throne with the elephants standing on tw'o full-blown lotuses. This was tho 
only trace of Jaina monument that 1 could find at Kbcd, 

18. About half a mile to the south of the temple of Ranchhotlji is a 
shrine dedicated to Malmdeva (Photo No. 3700). The porch in front of it, if 

II. there was any, has disappeared, Tlie whole structure appears to have been oiice 
whitewashecf. The walls are severely plain, but the spire is well carved, and 
shows that tho temple cannot be later than the twelth century A, D, There is 
also a third shrine in Khetl which is old (Photo No, 3701). This lias its 
porch still standing. The walls of this shrine also are plain. The HAharu is 
almost completely destroyed. 

19. BTthu is in the Pali district of the Jodhpur State, and is four miles 

distant from Kairla, a station on the Jodhpur- Bikaner 
railway line. The object of antiquar inn interest here 
is n tenth century Smva temple dedicated to Akatnatb. It laces east, and consists 
!. of tho central shrine, circumambulatory passage and four porches. Of the 
porches that ou tho east was larger and longer than any one of the others. 
But the greater portion of it has now fallen down (Photo. No. 383C). FacW 
each one of the tiuree porches is a nieha carved into the outside walls of the 
shrine, but it is too large for it to be atiietly colled u uidie and gives rise to the 
suspicion that they were originally three doors closed up aftenvards aud that 
the temple like many Jaina Chanmukhae was composed of four doors with four 
corresponding porches. But a careful inspection baa failed to detect any signs 
of such closing up. On each side of the east porch has been raised, at some 
later time, a dry moaoDry wail concealing the mouldings of the exterior between 
this aud the neighbouriug porches. The spire is an utter wreck. 

20 . Immediately over the entrance to the sanctum is an image of Vishnu 
seated on Garuda. Above him is a row of figures amongst which iSiva-Parvati 
occupy the centre. On their immediate proper right are Brahraa-Savitri and 
beyond the latter Ganapati. On their immediate left are Laksml-Narayana and 
beyond these Xlubcra, Above tbie band of figures is another compartment, 
with a Zinga in the middle. On each side of the iHnga is a person atandin^-* 
holding a pitcher and pouring water on it, The. other parte of this compart" 
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msbt occupied bj Kirtimvtkhaa and pairs of masicians altcrnatiug' mtli one 
another. Above etill, i.e, in the tippermoaf: band of the Unto], are the 
NamgrahA or the Wine Planets^ ^vhlch are generally sculptured on temples to 
ward off evil influences. 

21 . Like the sanctum door the niches on the exterior of the shrine have oit 
their lintels Vishnu riding Garudaj who is himself shown as pulling the tails of 
serpents. Over each niche frame Is a band of lion faces, and above, a siuahcr 
niche. The smaller niche on the south side contains Lakull^ with two 
atteudant Si§hia {Photo, No. 3837). He is seated half croas>Iegge<i with 
a strip of cloth running round his knees and holding him in that posture and 
bears nn upper robe drawn over his left shoulder. His head 1ms been knocked 
oSf but what little remains shows that his hair was close curled with a knob on 
the crown. The hands are so arranged as to indicate that he is sitting in wbat 
is technically called dhartmchaki^a position. He holds his elub in the bend of 
hia right arm with the thicker end raised aloft and the other resting on his 
thigh. He is also shown urdhvit-retai. The stuallsr niche on the west 
contains Surya seated in his chariot drawn by seven horses driven by Aruna, 
and Umt on the norths Siva mounted on Nandi and with Fiirvati on his lap. 

22 . The celling in front of the shrine is deeply and artiatically carved, but 
the greater portion of it is now covered with birds' nests. 

23. It w'as nt Blthu again that the well-known d^vU or memorial stone of 
Slya-ji, the founder of the ruling family of Jodhpur, was brought to light 
(Photo. No. 3838). It was found, I am told, undor a kei- tree not far from 
the old tank and nbout a mile north of the village. It consists of two parts— 
the upper or sculptured and the lower or inscribed. The first contains a 
warrior, no doubt Siya-ji, riding a fiery horse which tramples on an enemy. In 
front is a woman with folded hands no doubt his wife Parvati of the Solankt 
family, who in the inscription below is said to have followed him satU The 
inscription itself is dated SomOflf 1330 Kdrlika vadi IS SoDMiv/li*e, correspond¬ 
ing to A*D. 1273, when Kathod Siha, son of Seta-Kavara, is spoken of as 
having died. It is impossible to overrate the importance of this date for the early 
history of the present Jodhpur family. The chronicles of Jodhpur reproaent him 
to bo a grandson of the celebrated Jayaebaudra, king <if Kanauj, and at the same 
time give Y. S. 1196= A.D, 1139 as the date of his exile into MarwfLr, Both 
these things cannot possibly harmonise with each other, because Jayachandra 
fell in a battle with Shibab-ud-din in A.D. 1193, t. e. 54 years later than the 
date assigned by the chronicles to Siya-jl’s flight. There was thus only one 
alternative left, viz. either to accept the dote of the clirouicles for Siya-jl and 
consider his connection with Jayacuandra's family to be a mere fiction or to 
accept the latter os a fact and reject the date. As to myself, long before this 
mscrlption was found, I was inclined in favour of the latter alternative. Because 
Siya-jfs descent from Jayachandra has been mentioned in no less early an 
authority than the Ain-i^Akbari of Abul Fari, which was composed in the 16th 
century. Similarly, as we have seen above, an inscription dated V. S, 16SG 
and found in the temple of Baijichhodji at N.agar speaks of Siha as Siirija^ 
Aarrln and Katiojigd-Mdfbotla. These two authorities had left no doubt in my 
mind as to Siya-ji having belonged to the family of Jayachandra, and I was for 
pushing the date ofSiya-ji’s flight later than A.D. 1193 when Jayachandra died 
fighting with Ghori emperor. Aly view ha-s now been placed beyond all doubt 
by the new inscription which gives V, S. 1339=A.D. 1273 as the date of 
Siya-ji*s death. Thus betwocn the deatlrs of Jayachandra and Siya-jl we have 
an interval of 80 years which is exactly tlie one we might expect, considering 
that they were grandtather and grandson. The memorial stone of Siya-ji found 
at Bitbu. has now been removed to the Tnwarikh ^lahkma, Jodhpur. 

BOMBAY presidency. 

24. It has been stated above that the hill of Pavagadh near Champamr is 

considered sacred both by the Hindus and the Jainaa, 
PavngA ^ passes without pilgrims visiting it. 

The Jaina templtis, situated on tlie plateau surrounding the peak, which are of 
the I3th century and are of no architectural interest, have been referred to 
above. There is, however, one temple—a Hindu one— amidst these ruins, 
which is nrcbmologically interesting, but which appears to have hitherto escaped 

a 643-15 


Qur attention. It is on the north end of the Cbhasia tank exactly opp^ite to 
the temple of Chandrapmbha. This temple faces the west, and was originally 
dedicated to 6iva. It consisted of a porch, and hall and shrine. But the 
porch has now disappeared (Photo. No. 3752), and the outer casing of the 
shrine walls also has well-nigh fallen (Photo. No, 3750). On the dedicatory 
block of the door of the saMdmwyi^pa or hall is Lakulisa with a citron in his 
right and a staff in his left band. It is because the image of LakuJi,4a closely 
resembles that of a Tirtbaiiikara that the temple has been regarded as their 
own by the owners of the Jaina temples. But I have asked the Collector of 
Panch Mahals not to allow the Jainas on any account to occupy this temple. 
Over the door of the shrine is Gane^, and above are Namgraha. The shrine 
inside is filled with atones and debris. The walls of the hall only are somewhat 
preserved, and are decorated w’itb sculptures. The part of each wall, where it 
touches the porch, projects and faces the direction of that wall. The southern face 
of the projection of the south wall is split up into three panels. The central is 
occupied, by a figure seated on a pedestal. This and the canopy above and the 
side pilasters of the panel consist of tiny figures of demigods. It has four 
hands, and, curiously enough like Brahtnadeva, holdsapofjfi^rand a libation ladle. 
But it is not oF Brahroadeva, for it has only one face and no beard. In the panel 
to its proper left is Brahma standing and with three faces. The figure in the 
remaining panel i.s mutilated and doubtful. It perhaps ia of Vimiha (Photo. 
No. 3751). The Tiiche in the eastern face of the projection holds the image of 
Tandava with twelve hands. In the niches in the remaining part of the south 
wall are a goddess with sixteen hands and riding a tiger and a singular slauding 
figure of ^iva with four bauds, two ploying on a musical instrument and the 
other bearing a trident and a skull-crowned mace, 

25. The projection of the north wall also ia divided into threecompartmenta. 
The central of these ia occupied by an image seated on a lion-thro lie and with 
eight hands, two of which are placed one over the other on the soles of the feet. 
The images in the said compartments are unidentifiable. Of the figures 
sculptured on the remaining part of the wall may be noticed (1) one with four 
hands and represented as seated on both an elephant and crocodile, (2) 
Lakshrai on a lotus throne beneath a tree, and (3) a composite image in which 
Surya, Brahma and Siva ace blended. The horse of Sfirya is shown on its 
pro^r left side, the swan of Brahma on its right and Nandi behind the swan 
(Photo. No. 3753). 

26. “iliB Bijapur Museum, which is at present lodged in the Naqqar Khaoah 

of the Gol Guml^, contains quite a number of anti- 
Bi]«pur. quarian objects of both the ^luhammadan and pre- 

Muhammadan periods. They only require to be carefully clarified, labelled and 
exhibited. The celebrated Maliakuta column, on which the inscription of the 
early Ohalukya prince Mangali^ is incised, stands on the tropy in front of the 
Museum building. Pive inscription stones have been brought from NalatviiJ, 
One of these ia very long. Impressions of it were sent to Rai Bahadur V. 
Vcnkairya for decipherment as it is in old Kanarese, and be has kindly commu¬ 
nicate its contents to me. It is dated in the year 1422 the Siadbarthin 
Samvatsara correspondiag to A.D, X49&-1500, It registers two agreements : (1) 
by a chief whose name appears to be Bajamujapati Vadeyaru to a number of 
merchants and agriculturists of Mabamudabad, and (2) the second apparently 
by the same chief Gaugarasa Nayaka and other Kanarese people. In the end 
it is said that a certain 6ivonayaka Tadera, son of Siddhaya-Vaderu, got the 
agreement made. 

27. Near the Citadel Gateway is a group of nine Hindu pillara converted Into 
a guard room. The lower portions of these which are square are carved with 
inscriptions. I copied one and sent it to Rai Bahadur Venkayya. It is a 
western Chalukya record and speaks of Vikramadjtya and his son MulUkarJuna. 
It gives a long description of an. officer of his, named Bhayila-Dandanatha. 
There are many Kanarese inscriptions both in the Museum and the old buildings 
at Bijapur, which have not yet been brought to light. But as I was occupied 
with conservation work only I had no time to get more copied.
